Responsive to the non-final office action mailed September 22, 2000, please consider 
the following remarks. 

The office action rejects claims 10-24 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) based entirely upon 
United States Patent No. 5,687,322 to Deaton et al. 

The office action states that: 

The system of Deaton et al. also comprises a storage means for 
selecting incentive data fi"om the storage means depending 
upon the purchase of a first item. Note column 69, Hnes 14-33. 
[Page 2 lines 15-18.] 

In reply, the applicants point out that column 69, lines 14-33 in the *322 patent do not 
refer to the system disclosed in the *322 Deaton et al. patent. Moreover, that passage does not 
disclosed "a storage means for storing incentive data" and it does not disclose "means for 
selecting incentive data fi-om the storage means depending upon the purchase of a first item."
